Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-50, drawn to a method for preparing and/or detecting surface-modified 
antigen-specific T cells, classified in class 435, subclasses 325 and 7.2. 

II. Claims 51-55, drawn to a method of treating a disease using activated T cells, 
classified in class 424, subclass 93.71. 

III. Claims 56-73, drawn to a kit comprising anchor, capture and label moieties, 
classified in class 530, subclass 391.1 and class 435, subclass 810. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 

not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are drawn to a method of making a specific population of activated T cells which are 
surface modified to bear on their surface a marker comprising a product of the T cell as evidence 
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of their activation in Group I, while Group II is a method of treatment using activated T cells 
which are disease specific but are not limited to the modified T cells generated by the method of 
Group I. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are divergent in that the kit of Group III is useful for the isolation of cell-bound and 
cell-free antigen from a sample, while the treatment method of Group II is drawn to the in vivo 
use of activated T cells which are obtainable without regard to the use of the kit of Group III. 

Inventions III and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the kit of Group III may be used in the purification/isolation of 
the cells made by the method of Group I but the kit is not limited to same, as the kit is useful for 
the isolation of other cells as well on the basis of surface expression of markers recognized by the 
capture moiety of the kit and the capture moiety of the kit can also recognize cell-free markers, 
such as soluble proteins in a biological fluid. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the
